Household Aids 
For the care and training of dogs 
two of the most versatile and in­ 
expensive household items are bak­ 
ing soda and ammonia. 
Bad breath may 
arise from 
teeth in need of cleaning. Some 
strenouous chewing on a large 
knuckle bone may clear up the 
trouble but if not, soda can be 
sprinkled on a cloth and each tooth 
rubbed until the stain is removed. 
Since a dog can’t rinse out his 
mouth, baking soda which he may 
safely swallow is ideal for this pur­ 
pose. 
Since too frequent bathing takes 
the natural oil from a dog’s coat, 
periodic dry cleanings with baking 
soda are also in order. It can be 
either rubbed into the fur with 
hands, then thoroughly brushed 
out; or the rubber bulb of one of 
the deflea-ers currently on the mar­ 
ket can be filled with the soda. A 
few tablespoons of baking soda can 
also be added to the bath water 
to soften it and make the coat silky 
and soft. 
Dogs dislike the odor of ammon­ 
ia and will steer clear of it. For 
this reason, if a puppy makes a 
mistake on the floor or carpet, use 
ammonia for cleaning and he will 
never again pick that particular 
area for his mishaps. 
Also, if the neighborhood dogs 
are using some of your fine shrub­ 
bery for a scenting post, ammon­ 
ia can provide a solution. 
Take a small can—a frozen or­ 
ange juice can is good—and pinch 
the top together so that it leaves 
only a small opening. Fill it with 
ammonia and sink it in the ground 
near the point where the dogs have 
been leaving their marks. You will 
find that they quickly get out of 
the habit of using that particular 
spot. 
A third use for household am­ 
monia is for breaking a dog of car 
chasing. Use a diluted solution in 
a water pistol and have someone 
riding in the car; shoot at the 
ground in front of the car chaser 
—but not directly at him. Correctly 
done this is the most effective cure 
known and is used by most dog 
trainers.

ing statesman of Great Britain. 
Several factors contributed, to 
the incredible number of view­ 
ers and 
listeners. 
Unlike 
the 
United 
States, 
people 
in

British Isles either turned in on 
BDC or nothing. There was no 
choice. The newspaper strike was 
on in London, cutting off mil­ 
lions from their regular means of 
ntws. But topping off all this was 
the fact that the people wanted 
to see Billy Graham. He has cap­ 
tured the interest of Great Brit­ 
ain as have few other men rn 
history. 
The free offer by BBC came in 
answer to public demand. The 
Good Friday message, transmit­ 
ted in its entirety from tile plat­ 
form of Kelvin Hall was centered 
around the death of Jesus Christ.

sprinkled on a cloth and each tooth 
rubbed until the stain is removed.
